Whereas, in consequence of the failure of the crop of potatoes during the last year in 
Ireland and some other parts of the United Kingdom, a vast number of the population have 
been reduced to a state of extreme destitution, and many are perishing of famine ; and whereas 
the Legislature of Bermuda are desirous of evincing their sympathy with the sufferers, and, as 
far as the limited resources of this small colony will admit, of contributing to their relief : — 

Resolved, That his Excellency the Governor be requested to receive, and the public trea- 
surer be, and he hereby is authorized and required to pay out of the public treasury into the 
hands of bis Excellency the Governor the sum of five hundred pounds, to be remitted to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, to be applied towards the relief of the persons suffering 
from famine, either in Ireland, Scotland, or any other part of the United Kingdom.

I have tlie honour to enclose a letter from the High Sheriff Bagot, 
conveying to me another mite from British Guiana in favour of our distressed 
countrymen of Ireland and Scotland ; being a first of exchange for 170/. ds.bd., 
sterling, which I respectfully request your Lordship to pay to the Committee, 
on behalf of the colony. 
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Your Lordship’s thanks have been conveyed to the Committee here, of 
which the High Sheriff is President, and have been highly appreciated. ' It 
has been very satisfactory to me, that ill consenting to make your Lordship the 
medium of this work of charity I have not been disapproved. 

This colony is peculiarly blessed at this moment with the greatest abundance 
of every necessary of life. Plantains, the staple food of the negros, are in 
such quantity that a bunch which I have known to cost one dollar, is now 
selling, and lias been selling a considerable time past, for 8d., or two bits ; all 
other common vegetable edible is in the same proportion, while the price of 
bread stuffs and dry provisions are in nothing increased in price, yet wages 
remain the same. Some slight increase has taken place in fresh meats, but 
none in salt provisions. In no place in the world is a labourer so favoured as 
in this colony.
